— Fire of unknown 
origin totally destroyed the large plant 
of the York Carrlago Co., pntaillng a 
loss of about $200,000, partly covered 
by Insurance. Two hundred and aizty 
men are thrown out of work.

London, April 7. — The Dally Tele- 
graph's Seoul correspondent says he 
learns from a Japanese sailor who par- 
ticipated In the attacks on Port Ar- 
thur that the Japaneae fieet ia divided 
into seven aquadrona. Four of these 
are watching Port Arthur, the fifth 
patrols the Korean coast and the sixth 
and seventh cruise between Vladivo- 
stok and North Japan. Tv,n torpedo 
boata were much damaged in the en- 
gagements, but otherwise the fleet waa 
little injured. The damages to the 
Japaneso cruisers Iwate and Yosblnc 
have boon repaire<I and the TesSOlS 
have joined tlie fleet.

Port Arthur, April 7.— The Russian 
battleship Pereaevelt reports that she 
sighted the enemy Wednesday in 
Kwan Tung waters.

— The Times corre- 
spondent, who is cruiping in tho vi- 
cinity of Port Arthur, cabling concern- 
ing the bold-up of his vessel by a 
Russian warship, says It waa the ar- 
mored cruiser Bayan flying the flag of 
Vice Adm. Makaroff, which (based and 
later searched his .steamer. He says 
the Bayan shows tho scars of the dam- 
age recently Inflicted upon her by the 
Japanese but that she is a Baa ahip 
and well handled.

If Any Officer or Member Shall Aa* 
tuaie to Enter Into Any SuMi Can- 
tract He Will Be Deemed 
in Tranagreeeion. 

Salt Lake, Utah, April 7.— A notable 
feature of the closing session of the 
7'lth annual conference of the Mormon 
church was the official declaration by 
President Joseph F Smith on the sub- 
ject of polygamy. The statement fol- 
lows:

Saints, and I hereby announce that all 
such marriages are prohibited and if 
any officer or member of the church 
shall assume to solemnize or enter in- 
to any such marriage ho will bo deem- 
ed In transgression acainst the church 
and will be linbli' lo li.- dralt with ac- 
cording to the rules and regulations 
thereof and excommunicated there- 
from.

The Cilcinnati and Loaisville Breaks Have 
Imm Hit Hard Utely by Iht OM- 
tiieatal Crawd. 

The action of tbe Continental Tobacco 
Company in baying up all the tobacco in 
the bands of tbe country dealers will 
have an effect on the trade far more 
reaching than ^w people realize. The 
wareboaae interests of Cincinnati and 
Louisville liave ondouhtedly been dealt 
a severe blow by th*4rast in this latest 
move. 

Tbe Continental people have had 
agents tbroagboat tbe white burley dis- 
trict baying all they could secure direct 
from the growers, and in tbia way the 
company purchased a big portion of tbe 
1903 crop, Tbe country dealers have 
also been busy and had bought practi- 
cally all that waa left in tbe bands of the 
producer,— except a few scattered crops. 

Not having obtained all they wanted, 
the Oootiaeatal eiowd aent their agents 
after the country dealers, and by Kiving 
them a nice profit on their purchases, 
the company has already secured a bit; 
portion of these country dealer's hold- 
ings, and will like clean up tbe platter 
in a short time. 

This leaves very little of tbe 1003 crop 
of white burley for tbe Queen City and 
Loaisville breaks, and practically puts 
them out of business. The/ have always 
depended for their stock stock on the 
country dealers and the fewteraers wbo 
refused to sell at tbe barn. 

Tbe CoarierJouraal Wednesday bad 
an article in which the writer was trying 
to account for tbe surprising falling ofl 
in receipts on the Qoeen (Sty and Louts* 

ville breaks tbe first three months of 
this year. There baa been a reduction 
of 38,001 hogsheads in tbe receipts at tbe 
leading markets already this year, Cin- 
cinnati showing a loss of 11,377 and Lon- 
ieville 4,927 hogsheads. Tbe action of 
the Continental in buyUig from the 
grower explains this, and the new move 
in KettinK the country dealers' holdings 
• will practically leave the markets with- 
out any receipts at alL 

In buying from the country dealers 
the Continental has probably secured 
tlie tobacco at considenlbly lesa than it 
would have cdkt had the company waited 
until it was placed on tbe breaks. 

It has been claimed for years that the 
tobacco tnut was working to drive tbe 
warehouses out of basinesa, and tbia new 
move is looked upon by some as a long 
step in. that direction. This would leave 
the trust in absolute control, and it re- 
mains to be seen how tbe growert will 
fare hereafter^ *
